REMARKS 

In the Office Action dated June 12, 2008, a Restriction Requirement was issued requiring 
Applicants to make an election between the invention of Group I, claims 1-9, drawn to a method 
for migrating data from a source user authenticator to a target user authenticator including 
implementing a servlet to intercept and make a determination as to whether the data has already 
been migrated or not and Group II, claims 16-18 and 22-24 drawn to a method for migrating data 
from a source user authenticator to a target user authenticator without the use of a servlet. 
Status of the Claims 

Claims 16 and 22 were previously presented 

Claims 17, 18, 23, and 24 are in original form. 

Claims 1-9 have been withdrawn herein. 

Claims 10-15 and 19-21 were previously withdrawn. 

Election 

In response to the Restriction Requirement the Applicants hereby elect to prosecute the 
invention of Group II, claims 16-18 and 22-24 drawn to a method for migrating data from a source 
user authenticator to a target user authenticator without the use of a servlet, classified in class 705, 
subclass 50. This election is made WITHOUT TRAVERSE. Applicants have withdrawn the 
group of claims designated by the Examiner as Group I, claims 1-9, and Applicants reserve the 
right to file one or more divisional applications directed to the subject matter defined by these 
claims.
